Had llril liant War Record 
(T'ilh. Canadian Medical 
Corps 

^ ^lONTREAL surgeon whose 
distinguished career as a 
practising surgeon and profes- 
sor at McGill has won him Em- 
pire-wide recognition, Dr. F. 
A. C' Scrimger, V.C., B.A., 
M.D., CM., F.R.C.S., F.A.C.S., 
died suddenly Saturday after- 
noon at his home, loSO llcdpath Cres- 
cent. He was Surgcon-ln-Chlct ot the 
I\o.va1 Victoria Hospital and an assoc- 
iate protessof ot surgery at McGlll. 

Dr. Scrlmger was born In Montreal 
in 1SÎ9 and educated at McGill. Ho 
praduated in .\ri.'î in 1001 and in Medi- 
cine in 19(15. The next four years he 
spent as Interne at the Hoyal Victoria 
Hospit.tl. where he was appointed house 
surgeon for two years. He then went 
to Germany to study at the Govern- 
ment Laboratories at Dresden, after 
which he spent some time in Vienna 
and also'studicd at'Bcrlin under Dr. 
Brier, personal surgeon to the Kaiser. 

In 1911 Pr. Scrimper became demon- 
strator in surgery at McGill. This ap- 
pointmenl was followed in>1922 iy an 
assistant professorship and last year ho 
became nn associate protessor in sur- 
gery. About a year ago he succeeded 
Dr. Edward W. Archibald as surgeon- 
ip-chief of the Koyal Vi.moria Hospital. 

llr. Scrimger al.so had a brilliant war 
record 'with the Canadian .Vrmy Medi- 
cal Corps. It was with this corps In 
action at the Second Battle of Yprcs, 
April L'l, 1015, that he won the coveted 
V.C. for .«aving the lite of Capt. H, F. 
McDonald. 

Had Lone- War ftccorH 
Wlien the War brikc out. Dr. 
.Scrimgcr was appointed medical c.\am- 
iner for the, Heavy Artillery, and later 
went to Valcarticr, where He was made 
Med:cal Officfi- w.t'i the 14th Itoyal 
Montrealf. commanded hy i..icut.-Co!. 
(now Brig. -Gen.) V. S. Meighan. Two 
days aVtcr accepting this' appointment, 
he started on his way to Kngla'nd and 
then on to France. 

Col. Jones, head of the Army Medical 
Corp^, wanted Io hold Dr. .Scrimger at 
.Salisbury riain, but the latter was de- 
termined to go to the fron^ and suc- 
ceeded in joining the 14th just before 
the Ht. Julien battle, where he covered 
himself with glory. 

On his return from overseas, he again 
.mined the staff of the Itoyal ViclorU 
Hoi^pital, wiih which institution he 
has been connected evei* sinc^.

Tuberculosis Topic 
Of Motion Picture 

A graphic description ot how Ttiber* 
ctilosis acts on the lungs and the best 
method ot fightins It was described by a 
film shown to a group of students in 
the Physicut Education Building last 
Friday Afternoon, 

Living Tuberculosis perms enter the 
lungs in various ways, Ihc most com- 
mon being by direct contact of the lips 
with something prevlotisly touched by 
a person affected hy the disciuie. The 
germs lodge themtîelves in the apex 
of the lung, and are there surrounded 
by living cells in the body's attempt at 
combat. The disease li otten misl.iken 
for some other malady, and may not be 
discovered tor years. If. a person i.i 
thought to have T.B. Tuberculin is put 
in his arm, and if the tests prove to be 
positive he is put under direct treat- 
ment. X-i:ays ar« taken to determine 
if there are any cavities, and in the 
cases vyhcre they are found the lung is 
collapsed by operation. When thor- 
oughly healed the lung is allowed to 
expand. Such tests are always demand- 
ed of medical students, and nurses 
.tbout to enter employment at hospitals,.

In -support of (his 
statement she gave examples of plays, 
well-known today, which are of I his 
type. As play-render for the Theatre 
Guild of New York and lecturer at the 
New School for Social Research, Mrs. 
Block Is recognlted In Europe and 
America as an authority on world 
drama. , 

Her chief interest Is in presenting 
the larger aspects of the theatre as an 
interpretation and a criticism of life. 
She chose as her subject "Tlie Theatre 
As a Social Force." . 

No Facilitif* 
tn introducing the speaker, the chair- 
man lamented the fact that Montreal is 
the largest English-speaking city in the 
country without the proper facilities 
for acquainting i^'hat . would be an ap- 
preciative audience with the . gems of 
^he legltimaie theatre. 

' Mrs. Block presented a resume ot 
the Mod#n Period of the drama, begin- 
ning with Henry Ibsen and his best- 
known works. Among these she drew 
attention "The Doll's House," In which 
Ibsen portrays a woman's grief at her 
own iinti.tness. in, dopicstic' affairs dur- 
ing the eighteenth century," and her de- 
sire to learn how to be a 'good wife and 
mother. The words of the critics were 
harsh and many, but Ibsen only retal- 
iated with the play "Ghosts," another 
story of a woman unsuilcd to her en- 
vironment', but who did not have the 
courage to run away and learn about 
home lite.

To. audlences..«uch. as..tbou..of^Mon t- 
real, who have very little opportunity 
ot learning about the legitimate theatre 
from experience, she advised that they 
read more. extensively the. texts of the 
dram'a; for as she pointed out, the

Governors Respond To Debt 
By Personal Subscription 

Expenditures Decreased 
Greatly During Past 
Year 

JN the McGill University An- 
nual report for 1935-36, 
just published by permission of 

the University Visitor, the Gov- 
ernor-General, it is found that 
the deficit for the year ending 
May, 1936 is $184,618 as com- 
pared with a deficit for the pre- 
vious year of $003,165. This deficit of 
$184,018 w.as met by Ihe per.sonal sub- 
scription of the Governors. "Thi.s hand- 
some action by the governors," the 
Principal points out ^n the report, 
"dcierves warmest recognition." 

The University investments, the 
Principal states, are in a relatively 
satisfactory position. Although their 
values had declined dur.ng the depres- 
sion as in the case ot all public institu- 
tions, the defect of market from book 
value' ot the University stocks and 
bonds was only 0.38%, which deprecia- 
tion could be reduced by the University 
investment depreciation reserve (I|4I21,- 
501). 

Future Outlook 

Hfforts were made to look ahead, tho 
I Principal continues, to frame 1906-ôT 
I estimates which' would be as satlsfae- 
; tory as last year's; with the result that 
' it was found necessary, with the co- 
] operation of the spenâng departments, 
to cut down expenditures. 

Thus although the report is satisfac- 
tory, th« problem of future years h.as 
yet to be solved. The undertaking ot the 
governors 'to meet deficits does not ex- 
iF.Qctbsyond 1{)30 and between new and 
then some means ot increasing the in- 
come must be found; for- it would be 
disastrous to make further curtailment, 
which is the only alternative. Besides, 
expansion is urgently desirable in many 
directions, as soon as funds are avail- 
.ible. 

Expenditures Listed 

Expenditure on account ot the uni- 
versity. Including ACacdonald College, 
amounted to 91,SS6,T6T, and income 
11,052,140. In the case of Victoria Col- 
lege, expenditure was ?ST,4eS and in- 
come .?100,03S, giving a surplus of JlL',- 
570. In the previous year the surplus 
on opcmtions was $6,101. 

.Vcknowledgment was made of gifts 
and bequests to the amount of ?"1S,- 
000.

McGILL University, and indeed the whole 
of Montreal suffered a great loss on 
S.-îturday in the sudden death of Dr. 
F. A. C. Scrimger, V.C., B.A., M.D.C.M., 
F.R.C.P.. F.A.C.S.' At the time of his 
demise Dr. Scrimger was Surgeon-in-Chief 
lo the Royal A^ictoria Hospital and Asso- 
ciate Professor in the Faculty of Medicine. 

Receiving his education at McGill and 
perfomiing his interneship in a local 
hospital, Dr. Scrimger's rise in the Univ- 
ersity was a steady one after his return, 
from a brilliant record in the World War. 
For his bravery and senice overseas he 
was awarded the Victoria Cross. 

Dr. Scrimger's quiet passing was typic- 
al of his whole career. Never a man to 
.seek publicitj', he went about his work in 
an unostentatious, bat always efficient, 
manner. His success in surgery was recog- 
nized over all the continent and he was 
admired by all as a leader in his profession.

Congratulations, Redmen! 

THE feat of our senior hockey team_ in 
winning the Canadian Intercollegiate 
Championship, without a single defeat, for 
the fil"th consecutive year is one worthy of 
particular mention and praise. The work 
of Dr. Bell in moulding a consistently suc- 
cessful squad has alway,s been a source of 
greatest satisfaction to McGill students, 
graduates, and faculty, and the joys of 
victory are this year rather darkened by 
the realization that it is probably his last 
active season with thé hockey club. 

We have become used to celebrating our 
hockey triuniph.s, ])erhaps more than usual 
this season, without a thought as to what 
e.x.actly they involve. Our "Redmen" are 
playing a schedule which any professional 
team would j-egard as rather lengthy, with 
games in two leagues, six road trips, and 
régulai- jjiaclices. Studies can never lie 
allowed to become a iiecondary matter, 
.since i>racticitl!y all the players are in the 
faculties of Medicine, Dentistry, or Engin- 
eering. 

Our exultation over our Ice successes 
should therefore be tempered by an ap- 
l)reciation of their sacj'ifices, with llie hope 
that the schedule may be considerably 



Quebec and particularly the Montreal dis 
, U ict. In commenting on Student Activity 
the report notes that the foe for the suj)- 
port of Student Activity and Athletics was 
increased by three dollars 'for both men 
and women; making n total of twenty and 
fifteen âollars paid by the men and the 
coeds respectively. 

]\Iany valuable research projects are be- 
ing carried out at McGill, the only limit 
to the possibilities being a finartcial one. 

Tho largest registration was in the 
English Department, with over 1000 en- 
rolled in various courses; Chemistry had 
650, the largest number ever recorded in 
this divisTon, and the Department of Econ- 
omics and Political Science had 660. It is 
reported that on the whole, in spite of the 
increase in the fee, tho registration re- 
mained at the same level. 

Students are drawn from many parts 
of tho world and it is interesting to note 
that perhaps the group with the highest 
number of students who do not dwell in 
the vicinity of ^lontrcnl is Medicine. In 
first year Medicine last year there were 41 
Canadians and 39 from elsewhere. 

The Graduate Faculty was the smallest 
in a number of year.s. The enrollment of 
two years ago which reached 288 had 
dropped to 218. In tliis Faculty there were 
appro.ximatcly 80 students from the Mont- 
real area and 20 from the United States. 
These.s submitted by Graduates ranged 
from "An Analysis and Interpretation of 
Feeding and Carcass Data Tested Under 
the Canadian Advanced Registery Policy 
for Swine" to "Imprisonment in Greece". 

A list of Publications of the Staff of 
the University fills over twenty-two pages 
in the Annual Report. Thus it is seen that 
the average Professor a^wnds a great deal 
of time on university worlj outside the 
class room. " 

Thç most heartening thing in^his 
report is the Financial Statement andftKe 
indication that advanced study is being 
fostered.

An Occa$ion For Natiowi Priée 

^/'HEN we fool a desire for classical music most 
Of us Instinctively turn to tho products of for- 
tlen countries for our selections. YulordBy the 
Montreal Orchestra proved that great works are" 
produced right in our own native land, when they 
save the premiere In Montreal of Dr. Healey WlUan'e 
new sj'mphonj'. The work Itself greatly exceeded our 
expectations, but we cannot help thinking that It 
is about thirty years overdue. , We had become re- 
signed to the trend wlilch music on this continent, 
has taken in tho laat generation, and this came aa 
1 pleasant surprise. Dr. Wlllan scema to be an 
sclectic in his stylo of composition, liorrowlng many 
3f the best features of famous composers of tho last 
scyenty-flye years, but had we not been ■ Informed 
ijTat-thlB-'isymphônj-ËRaï only conipJeieiJ'aS'st y*»^ 
wo would have dated It back to the turn of the 
century. 

Dr. WUIan. commonly accepted aTrrCanada'a 
çreatest composer, has been noted for some time for 
his church music, and this work In certain respects 
teveals this tendency. It is not unlike another great 
?ymphony In D minor, well-known to our readers, 
that of Cesar Franck. 3n fact the opening phr.iso 
Is HO similar that for a moment we thought tho 
programme was wrong. In other -respects also It Is 
like that favourite, having the same number of move- 
ments, and the same type of cffcctix'o modulations. 
The great pity is that the themes are more elaborate 
ind not so easily seized upon by th^ mind. 

The niUBlo Is of tho ronuintlo type and speaks 
•II bold well-rounded sentences, far more pleasing 
•han the Intemlttent ejaculations and desultory 
remarks of modern American compositions. Un- 
fortunately In the first movement and lo a less 
axtont In the last there are certain awkward and 
illogical pauses, as If tho composer felt that his 
spontaneity was getting the better of him, and eo 
shocked himself abruptly. The scoring is masterful 
and an excellent examplo of good polyphonic writing; 
the part* move in firm and logical sequences, with 
pleasing modulalionsi and never seem Incongruous or 
foreign to the general idea. The climaxes are mngnl- 
flcont and thrilling oven on the first hearing, but 
lliey peihap.') cuine too tai'ly in tlitlr movements, 
leaving too long a period ot bathoa (perhaps 
"Bathos" Is too strong a word, but It sivea the gen- 
îral Impression). Tho closing bars are disappointing; 
It seems as If the material got out of liand, and after 
d bit of a litrugglc the composer gave up, descended 
lo the tonic, and let It go at tluit. The Orchestra 



are always well rendered. Their IncliLslon on this 
progittmmo lookoil like a prccnullonnry nipiicure lost 
Iho major worlt« ••ihould not l".' wrll roci'ivcil. In whli '.i I 
case the iiudienoo would he slarlcil off In a good 
humor, and sent nu-ay wlfh a plcanuiit tiuto In Its 
mouth.
